One of the trite sayings of Presi- 
dent Lincoln was, that "God must

"Neither poverty nor riches," just the

dle way" is the great highway where 
the rank and file ot humanity travel 
from the cradle to the tomb. 


This happy average, which falls to 


the lot of so many people, means 
more than wealth, or a fat bank ac- 
count, especially in this fair land. 
where every man is a sovereign, and 
the creator of his own destiny. 


It is said of every city, as well as 


of every commonwealth, that the peo- 
ple have just the kind of government 
that they want, because they have the 
making of It in their own hands, and 
can do with it what they will. 


This is true, to large extent, the 


only exception being when the people 
get careless, as they did In Wisconsin, 
a few years ago, when they turned the 
state over to a handful! of agitators 
and designing politicians and sacri- 
ficed independence to gratify personal 
ambition. But time is the great regu- 
lator, and the

IRRITATING OPTIMISM, 


i HE is irritatingly optimistic." I overheard someone Bay of a woman 


the Tth|re£*y-M,OI1 wag promptly picked up and criticised. "There 


cannot be too much optimism," the critic said. 


Optimism ?s0/™er^beautifnI°Uiing, but like all good .things there can 
be too much of it. "Too much of a good thing," is a byword m our language. 
It Is a popular reflection of the Greek motto which I am so fond of quoting. 
•* V**#V»1»»«» in *vyr>a>aa " 
Someone, Stevenson, I think, has said, "The habtt 


of looking on the bright side is worth a thousand 
pounds a year " And so it is, but he did not say, The 
habit of looking only on the bright side." 
Optimism is fashionable just now and like all fash- 
ionable things is frequently carried to excess. And to 
my way of thinking, at least, people who affect the 
persistent, unreasoning optimism are irritating ana an- 
tagonizing rather than cheering and soothing. 
"A pessimist 
is a person who has to live with 
optimists" 18 the contribution of a confirmed cynic, but 
I am not so sure that it is wide of the mark. Naturally 
I am strongly Inclined to optimism, but when I rub up 
against one of these ultra fashionable optimists I find 
myself inclining toward pessimism. For instance, in 
the presence of one of them, whose carefully preserved, 
flawless cheerfulness somehow reminds me of a pink 
and white enameled complexion, I happened to remark 
one day (after a week of drizzle, fogs, cold winds and 
general gloom) that the people who had taken their va- 
cation at that time must be disappointed with the 
weather, and that I myself was much depressed by it. 
_ 
"Why yesterday was a lovely day," she said (we nad 
had a few hours of equivocal sunshine, "and it hasn't 
rained hard but once or twice. You must look on the 


bright side." 
I longed to say, "Don't be foolish, you know perfectly well it has been 
miserable weather." But denied this pleasure by rules o£ polite society I took 
refuge in being just a.) pessimistic as I liked, which was a, good deal more so 
than I would otherwise have been. 
Another variety of optimists who induce pessimism in those who have 
to live with them are those whose optimism runs wild and makes them con- 
fuse hopes with possibilities. It's all very well to hope that the thing you 
want won't cost more than you can afford, but when an optimist takes such a 
hope as a basis of action he needs a pessimist nearby to put the curb on. 
An unreasoning optimism makes a good moral for a sermon, or basis for 
a story, but in real life it ought to be mixed with enough common sense to 
keep its feet on the ground.

The stockmen of north Texas, Okla 
homa' and the grain belt to the north 
are now confronted with conditions 
which maf bring about a serious out 
break of the stable fly similar to that 
experienced In north Texas and other 
parts of the grain belt in 1912. The 
so-called stable fly is the insect which 
closely resembles the horse fly, but is 
capable of causing much annoyance to 
livestock by its painful bite, which is 
inflicted 
with 
a sharp proboscis or 
beak. 
It is sometimes spoken of as 
the "biting house By," "wild fly," or 
"straw fly." When it Is not biting the 
point of this beak may be seen pro 
jecting slightly in front of the head 
The body of the insect is also slightly 
more robust thaiL that of the house 
y, and the abdomen rather more dls 
.nctly marked with dark patches. 
The unusually large grain crop of 
his year will give rise to a very large 
umber of straw stacks. A consider- 
ble number of flies are now present 
nd with a period of rainy weather we 
may expect a horde of them three 
weeks later. It has been shown by 
nvestigations conducted by the Bu- 
eau ,of Entomology that these flies 
reed extensively in fermenting straw.

able to the breeding of the pest in 
straw stacks. The destruction of the 
stable fly in the first instance may be 
jrought about by the scattering of the 
manure upon the fields, thus causing 
he drving out of breeding material 
and the consequent destruction of the 
arvae. 
Where it is not practicable 


:o scatter the manure on fields the 
same results may be accomplished by 
treating it with Irorax at the rate of 
62 pounds to 8 bushels of manure. 
The powdered borax should be scat- 
•ered over the entire surface of the 
manure pile. As fresh manure' is add- 
ed it should be treated with borax at 
intervals of five days to insure the 
destruction of the house fly as well as 
the stable 'fly. Borax has an Injurious 
effect on crops when used In excessive 
amounts. It 
Is- therefore necessary 
where the manure Is to be applied to 
soil for cropping that quantities not 
greatlyin excess of the above amount 
be'used on manure. 
' 
' 
In the grain growing section that, 
care of the straw after threshing is 
by for the most Important step in the 
control of this pest. It has been de- 
termined that fermenting oat stwtw Is 
far more favorable as a breeding med- 
ium for the stable fly than Is wheat 
straw 
or other 
vegetable matter, 
rice is grown hordes of flies are often 
bred out in the fermenting straw and 
chaff from this crop. Oat straw is also 
much more highly prised for feeding 
live stock than is wheat straw. The 
shortage of food stuffs over much of 
the grain belt for the last few years 
has caused 
the 
farmers to depend 
largely-upon straw to supplement other 
food In carrying their stock through 
the wlnteft The value attached to oat 
straw for feed and the fact that this 
material furnished the most favorable 
place for the breeding of the stable 
fly,emphaslze,s the need of taking bet- 
. 
a 
v 
that a s f a r as possible 
all'oat straw..be baled and then pro- 
tected from the weather. In case por- 
tions of stacks become wet by rains, 
they should be scattered over the 
fields or burned as soon as possible. 
When it is 
found 
Impracticable to 
handle straw.In this way the wet por- 
tions of the -stacks may be treated 
with borax as described above. Where 
It Is Important that/the straw be kept 
for: winter feeding, and baling is im- 
practicable, the stacks niay be im- 
proved to some extent by, piling the 
straw andleaylng the sides, of the 
stact practically 
vertical; It ts In 
the .scattered, portions of the straw- 
stacks around the base where the fly 
breeds In greatest numbers, and by 
disposing o? tills portion of the stack 
and leaving the remainder well round- 
ed up, b,e chances of fly breeding are 
much lessened. 


To Protect LIv« Stock From Pile*.
